We  will  wait  and  see  whether  we  are  needed  to  staff  EOC.  Dana  knows  they  can  reach  back  to 
us  as  needed  for  now.  Let  me  know  if  you  would  like  me  to  proceed  differently. 


Yesterday  I reviewed  and  felt  pretty  comfortable  approving  a response  to  the  press  generated 
largely  by  OSRTI  (reviewed  by  others,  I believe)  that  Jeremy  showed  me  late  Monday.  Neither 
the  question  nor  the  answer  implicated  RCRA  in  any  way  I could  see,  so  the  answer  was 
centered  on  the  CERCLA  experiences  with  mines,  and  answered  the  question.  (Jeremy,  can  you 
share  the  Q and  A w/  this  group  when  you  get  a moment?  Thanks).  However,  from  here  on  out, 
we  will  run  any  of  these  past  you. 
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As  the  cleanup  phase  proceeds,  given  the  reported  high  levels  of  As,  Pb,  etc.  we  have  heard  in 
the  news,  we  may  ran  across  questions  about  Bevill  (similar  to  BP  questions).  Even  if  non-HW, 
having  come  from  a Superfund  site  the  public  will  view  it  as  “hazardous  waste”  regardless. 
Patrick  has  been  looking  into  the  specific  function  of  the  unit  from  which  the  release  occurred, 
and  what  we  have  said  in  the  past  about  Bevill  and  the  kind  of  material  released  in  CO.  While 
we  have  not  received  any  questions  on  Bevill  yet,  I expect  we  will  at  some  point  and  just  want  to 
get  some  basic  answers.
